WHO POLLUTES THE nen RIVER} 
The latest development of the canal-sew- 
age question is the preparation of plans and | 


estimates by which the waters of the Des- 


plaines River are to be turned Into the IIli- 


nois & Michigan Canal below the Summit, 
the purpose being to supply that canal with 
water to the exclesion of any from Lake 


Michigan through the Chicago River. Of 


course this scheme is one of petty spite and 
impotent revenge altogether unworthy the 
State of Illinots or Its officers, The only sub- 
stantial cause pleaded as an apology for 
even the suggestion of such a measure is the 
alleged pollution of the IIlinois River and the 
failure of Chicago to take any effective steps 
to remedy or mitigate this annoyance. The 
facts in this whole business are worthy of 
attenuon not only in Chicago, but also by all 
the people living along the Illinois River. 
And we will just reniark in this connection 
that from August to March, seven months of 
each year, the Desplaines only carries 1,500 
to 1,800-enbie feet per minute, or less than 
one-tenth as much water as the canal dis- 
charges at Lock port. 

The original design of the canal was to 
connect by a deep cut and broad canal the 
waters of the lakes with the Lilinois River, 
and thence with the navigable waters of the 
Mississippi Valley. This plan was subse- 
quently changed to ashallow ditch, which 
is now but a few feet below the level of the 
lake; the present discharge of water from 
the lake into the canalis about 20,000 cubic 
feet per minute. With the ice frozen to the 
depth of two feet, the discharge into the 
canal probably does net exceed 10,000 cubic 
feet per minute, and this is not equal te puri- 
fying the water after ite passage through the 
Chicago River, This water, impregnated 
with the sewage of the Chicago River, emp- 
ties into the Illinois River. and. with 
its strong and offensive odor, is carried 
down, passing all the cities and towns on the 
way until it is lost in the Mississippi River. 
Against this, the people of these cities and 
towns. protest, and, owing to their com- 
plaints, this scheme to disconnect the canal 
with Lake Michigan is proposed. 

On the Illinois River there are the follow- 
ing cities and towns: Lockport, Joliet, Mor- 
ris, Ottawa, La Salle, Peru, Lacon, Peoria, 
Pekin, Lewiston, Havana, Beardstown, and 
various other smaller places. Into the III.

Hence our correspondent 
will perceive that the money for the purchase 
of the refunding bonds will not come ont of 
the pockets of the industrial masses and bus- 
iness classes who create the wealth and pay 
the taxes. They cannot afford to tie up their 
money In 3 per cent securities of any kind. 
Farmers, manufaeturers, and merchants can 
make much more than 3 per cent out of their 
active eapital, and when they borrow money 
to putin their business from the banks or 
professional lenders they have to pay twice 
to thrice 3 per cent for it. Every dollar, 
then, of war taxes extracted from the work- 
ing capital of the peopie to be used in buying 
bonds to save 8 per cent interest thereon is 
an economical blunder on the part of Con- 
gress. Kelley says that in forty years 3 per 
cent will amount to $120 on a hundred-doliar 
bond. Very true, but in forty years $100 of

THE ILLINOIS RIVER AND CANAL m. 


PROVEMENT. 

Gov. Cullom, in his message to the Iilinois 
Legisiature, ealls attention to the urgency of 
the improvement of the river and canal asa 
work of Natonal importance, but which 
seems to be disregarded by Congress for no 
other reason than that it lies wholly within 


the territory of lilinois, Owing to this teeb- 


nical objection the whole burden of con- 
structing that connecting link between the 
lakes and tHe Mississippi has been hitherto 
borne by the State of Illinois. Owing to the 
want of means in the eaflier days of the State, 
and financial disasters involving the State in 
debt, the whole expenditure by Illinois up to 
this time has been nearly $17,000,000. This 
sum, if expended directly on the work, would 
have more than completed the under‘aking : 
nevertheless, the cost to the State has been 
none the less. The State has expended about 
$1,500,000 on the river improvement, and 
about as much more is necessary to complete 
it. The cost of completing the canal will be 
a much greater sum. 

All applications for National ald have been 
rejected or refused because the State is the 
proprietor of the work, and colleets tolls to 
cover the cost of maintenance and repair. 
This objection is inevitably presented to our 
delegation in Congress, and the Governor 


how proposes to put an end to this objection 


by an offer to turn over theentire property, 


the canal and the river improvement, to the 


United States, on the single condition that 
the work be completed and be made free for- 
ever to all the country. As, under our Consti- 


tion, the transfer, lease, or sale of thé canal 


can only be made by te consent of the people, 
the Governor proposes that proposition 
be submitted dy the Legislature to a vote of 
the people at the next election, . 

This is the policy of wisdom, not only for 
the State of Lilinois, but for the General 
Government. The work itself is by no means 
a local affair. IIlinois can do without it as 
well as can any other State. The canal and 
the Illinois River onee made navigable, there 
Will be that full connection of the waters of 
the lakes with the 12,000 miles of river navi- 
gation of the Mississippi Valley so long de- 
sired. The importance of that connection 


was recognized as far back as when Illinois 


was part of the Territory of Indiana, and 
Congress half a century ago gave the small 


than other men of their ability, intelligence, 
and powers of observation, nor more con- 
sumed with an egotistical desire to hold 
office. :

Unquestionably, the he- 
roic deeds of Grant and Sherman speak for 
themselves; but when they were performed 
they spoke for themselves through ‘the 
agency of the newspapers as recorded by 
clear-eyed, able men who marched with their 
armies, and were frequently abused, III 
treated, and insulted by shoulder-strapped 
superiority. When Gen. Sherman com- 
plains of combinations of the press 
to crush a person he talks wildly. 
Combinations of this kind are im- 
possible. The papers df this country are 
never a unit on anything that has two sides 
to it. Politically, they are divided; commer- 
cially, religiously, socially, in every way,

Joliét, Ottawa, and Morris 
call upon Peoria to denounce Chicago, and 
Peoria insists that Pekin is poisoned by Chi- 
cago !|—each suppressing the fact that these 
cities all use the river as their only sewer, 
and pollute it as muchas they can. 

The canal when it ig open pours 20,000 to 
25,000 cubic feet of lake water into the U- 
nois Kiver every minute, furnishing it with 
the most of the water in summer, fall, and 
winter, above the junction of the Kankakee, 
that it contains. During the summer and 
tall months when the canal is supplied from 
the lake, the water it discharges into the II- 


nois River is comparatively clean,—is in very 


little worse condition than the water of the 
Fox. But little complaint in regard to odor 
is heard until the surface of the canal fs 
frozen over in the winter, and the water is 
thus prevented from being oxydized and puri- 
fied by the air. If Chicago uses the river as 
a sewer, she does no more than all the cities, 
towns, and counties on the river and its trib- 
utaries now do, with the addition that she 
sends with it a volume of pure water suf- 
ficient in considerable degree, when it is per- 
mitted to run, to the deodortzing and disin- 
fection of the Chicago sewage that passes 
thro’ the canal. : 

Chicago, moreover, has not been entirely 
selfish, nor has she been wholly indifferent 
to the convenience and comfort of others. 
She has, at an expense of $000,000 of taxes, 
provided for the purification of the North 
Branch of her river by pumping its impure 
waters into the lake, and notone drop of that

Big Find Expected at the Bottom of a 
California Biver, 
San Francisoo Carenicic. 

The most extensive mining operation of its 
kind ever known in the history of California 
has been inaugurated by Eastern capitalists 
of Chieago, New York, and Boston, at Big 
Bend, on the north fork of Feather River, 
ten miles above Oroville. One million dol- 
lars, it is said, has been pledged to the under- 
taking, and $50,000 paid in to start the work. 
The scheme contemplates the working out 
of thirteen miles of the bed of the Feather 
River, not by the old process of fluming, but 
by a tunnel of sufficient capacity te drain 
the river bed, so that it can be worked ina 
manner familiar to the early miners on the 
American River, where so many fortunes 
were made in flush times.

In the southern pert 
of the county are extensive beds of copper, as- 
saying 30 to WO per cent pure, carrying gold 
and silver in such quantity that many years 
trains of wagons were engaged in transporting 
it from Upper Gila River to Chihuahua, tu old 
Mexico, for reduction, and the amount of pre- 
cious metal alone in the ore was amply sufficient 
to cover all the enormous expense and bazard of 
transportation. Much of it i alse shipped to 
Silver City, in New Mexico. In Mobave County, 
in the northwestern part or the State, many fine 
mineral veins have been opened and worked at 
intervals; but Indian troubles and forays have 
interfered greatly with successful mining in 
that portion of the State. The opening of the 
Atlantic & Pacific Raflruad, and the influx of 
miners and s¢ttlers, will settle the Indian ques- 
tion and reveal the great mineral resources of 
this region.

furnishes access to the best known, and now 
the ri¢best, mineral districts of the Territory, 
though it does not pass through or touch any of 
them.
